Information processing 


The International Conference on Information Pro- 
cessing to be held in Paris, Unesco House, from 15 to 20 
June 1959 was already announced in Inf. FID 1958 no. 10. 

At a preparatory meeting in February 1959 it was 
decided that the main headings be modified to: Methods 
of digital computing; Logical design of digital com- 
puters; Common symbolic language for digital com- 
puters; Automatic translation of ; Pattern 
recognition and machine 1 
heading: Collection, storage 
mation). The final selection of papers to be presented 
during these sessions was made. 

In addition a programme of symposia was drawn up 
as follows: The influence of very large memory designs 
and capabilities on information retrieval; Switching 
algebra; The relationship between digital and analogue 
computing; The logical organization of very small com- 
puters; Linear programming; Error detection and cor- 
rection; Collection, storage and retrieval of information; 
Machine translation; Automatic programming; Numeri- 
cal analysis on computers; The logical organization for 
very high speed computers; The methods for solving 
linear systems; Programming procedures. At these sym- 
posia a few experts will discuss highly technical ques- 
tions which are of no special interest to the participants 
as a whole, or papers which are too specialized to be 
usefully discussed at the plenary meetings. 

An Exhibition, called Auto-Math 59, will be held at 
the Grand Palais, Paris, from 13 to 23 June 1959. 

About 1500 experts, representing Unesco’s Member 
States, the United Nations and its Specialized Agencies, 
will attend the Conference in an individual capacity. 

FID will be represented by Prof. Dr. E. Pietsch, Rap- 
porteur of FID/S ,,Selection”’. 


International Advisory Committees on Documentation 
and Bibliography 


A joint meeting of the Bureau of the International 
Advisory Committee on Bibliography and representa- 
tives of the International Advisory Committee for Docu- 
mentation and Terminology in Pure and Applied Science 
will take place in Paris from 11 to 14 May 1959. The 
provisional agenda is as follows: study of the functions 
of the new Committee to replace IACB and IACDT; 
study of current contracts and preparation of recom- 
mendations for the granting of funds allocated in the 
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budget for 1959-1960; work undertaken on the recom- 
mendations previously made by the Committee. 


Research reports 


A new contract, recommended by IACB at its fourth 
session, has been signed with Mr. Saul Herner, repre- 
senting Herner & Co., for a study of the relationship 
of the technical research report to the traditional paper 
in scientific periodicals and its integration into the 
abstracting and indexing structure.

International Cataloguing Conference 


The preliminary meeting to plan the International 
Cataloguing Conference will take place from 20 to 25 
July 1959, at Chaucer House, the headquarters of the 
Library Association in London. 

The most important task of the meeting will be to 
determine the scope and objects of the International 
Conference. It is only by carefully defining and limiting 
its aims that the Conference can achieve concrete 
results. 

Plans are being made on the assumption that the 
Conference will concern itself only with one type of 
catalogue which is of fundamental importance - the 
alphabetical catalogue of authors and titles - and that 
its agenda will be limited to questions affecting the 
choice and form of entry-words or headings. Thus, the 
Conference should aim first at general agreement on 
the main purpose to be served by the alpabetical cata- 
logue, both locally and internationally, and on the 
general principles of catalogue construction which 
follow from them. 

An information Bulletin has been published since 
November 1958; all suggestions should be sent to Dr. 
Ludwig Sickmann, Joint Executive Secretary of the 
Working Group, Bibliothekar-Lehrinstitut des Landes 
Nordrhein-Westfalen, Albertus Magnus Platz, K6ln- 
Lindenthal, Germany. 


World list of international meetings 


The Library of Congress announces the publication 
on June 1, 1959, of the first issue of the new World List 
of future international meetings. This monthly calendar 
will furnish a record of all meetings which are to be 
held anywhere in the world during the next three years, 
at which three or more nations will participate, giving 
the sponsors and the addresses of organizing committees 
wherever possible, and with the subjects indexed for 
convenient use. It will supersede the National Science 
Foundation’s ,,List of International and Foreign Scien- 
tific and Technical Meetings”, which ceased publication 
with the January 1959 issue. 

The World List will be issued in two parts. Part I, 
publication of which has been made possible by a grant 
from the National Science Foundation, will be devoted 
to science, technology, medicine, and agriculture. Part 
II will record meetings in the social, cultural, human- 
istic, and commercial fields. The World List will be 
available from the Superintendent of Documents, Wash- 
ington 25, D.C., at a subscription price to be announced. 

The International Organizations Section, General 
Reference and Bibliography Division, Library of Con- 
gress, Washington 25, D.C., will welcome notices of any 
forthcoming international meetings. 

The Library of Congress also continues W. Gregory’s 
list of ,,International congresses and conferences 1840- 
1937, a Union list of their publications available in 
libraries in the USA and Canada”, New York, 1938, 230 p.

CLASSIFICATION DECIMALE UNIVERSELLE 


FAO/IUFRO Committee on Bibliography 


The Tenth Session of the Joint Committee on Biblio 
graphy of FAO and the International Union of Forest 
Research Organisations was held in Helsinki from May 
26 to 31, 1958. It was stated that adoption of the Oxford 
Decimal Classification was gradual, but that further 
progress might be anticipated with the forthcoming 
publication of the Spanish and French texts. (The 
original English edition was published in 1954 by the 
Commonwealth Agricultural Bureaux in Oxford, the 
German version was published in 1957). 

The Oxford Decimal Classification being incorporated 
into the UDC under 634.0 in 1957, the Committee asked 
the Commonwealth Forestry Bureau to send to 
a list of required modifications in cross-references it 
the UDC: 

At its Ninth Session in Oxford in July 1956 the Com- 
mittee approved a list of amendments (partly covered 
by PE 610 and included in our Extensions); these weft 
published in Unasylva Vol. 11 no. 3. At its Tenth Session 
in Helsinki a second series of Amendments was approvei 
- these are also to appear in Unasylva. 

The Committee further discussed terminological 
questions, bibliography and abstracting and relations 
with other organisations. The next session will be held 
in Madrid in September 1959.

Nijhoff, La Haye, Pays-Bas. 


The documentation of atomic science and technology 


The Conference on the ,,Utilisation of atomic energy 
scientific and technical information”, organised by the 
U.S. Atomic Energy Commission in Geneva last May, 
has already been noted in Informations FID (no. 7, 
1958). The minutes of that Conference have now been 
published by the AEC Technical Information Service 
Extension, Oak Ridge, Tennessee. They are a very use- 
ful summary of information on report and other litera- 
ture in this field in the USA and 13 European countries. 

On that occasion an important announcement was 
made concerning the plans being made for improving 
Nuclear Science Abstracts. The results can now be seen 
in the first number for 1959. The entries are arranged 
under a number of broad subject categories with a sepa- 
rate section for patents. Each issue contains 4 indexes: 
corporate author, personal author, numerical (for re- 
ports) and subject (for specific materials, things and 
processes). A useful feature is the inclusion of a ,,short” 
title for each item noted in the two author and the 
subject indexes. All these indexes are to be cumulated 
quarterly, semi-annually and annually (and presumably 
quinquennially in the future). The filing of cards in 
Depositary Libraries for all reports can now be discon- 
tinued, if desired, since the cumulated indexes serve the 
same purpose. From a spot check it would seem that 
most of the abstracts refer to originals which appeared 
less than 5 months previously. All in all the NSA in this 
new form is a valuable documentation tool and the 
AEC is to be congratulated on this achievement.

The International Classification for Patents 


The Working Party of the Sub-committee on Patent 
Classification is still elaborating the system of classi- 
fication of patents for inventions. 

This system is the subject of a European Convention 
of December 19, 1954. The Convention has been ratified 
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by eleven of the Member Countries of the Council of 
Europe and by Australia. The contracting countries 
commit themselves to mark the patent specifications 
issued by them with the symbols of the International 
Classification for Patents (I.P.C.). This offers the possi- 
bility of making the patent specifications of all con- 
tracting countries retrievable according to the I.P.C.- 
scheme without it being necessary to index them. 

The system laid down in the annex of the Convention 
is only a concise one. It is meant to be a starting point 
in the realisation of an extensive patent classification. 
According to the convention, the committee of Experts 
on Patents of the Council of Europe is responsible for 
the further elaboration of the International Classifi- 
cation for Patents. This committee is assisted by the 
subcommittee mentioned above. The Working Party of 
this subcommittee does the preparatory work. Chairman 
of the subcommittee and of the Working Party is Dr. 
G. Reiland (Sweden). 

The members of the Working Party are experts on 
patent classification of the Patent Offices of England, 
France, Germany and the Netherlands. In order to 
elaborate the I.P.C. one of the members prepares a first 
draft of subdivision of an I.P.C. class and sends this 
draft to the members of the other Patent Offices who 
make their observations. The member who prepared 
the first draft then prepares a second draft for dis- 
cussion at a meeting of the Working Party. These 
meetings are held twice a year at one of the Patent 
Offices and last a fortnight (such a meeting was 
held at The Hague from the 9th to the 21st of March). 
Up to now the Working Party has prepared an extensive 
subdivision of about a third of the I.P.C.-scheme. 

The I.P.C.-scheme consists of about 600 subclasses 
of which many are similar to the subclasses of the 
classification scheme of the German Patent Office. They 
are arranged within classes, which are parts of sub- 
sections, which are again parts of the 8 sections of the 
I.P.C. scheme. The wording of the subclasses is decisive 
for the content thereof and the groupings of higher 
rank are to be regarded only as guides to the subclasses. 

In the drafts of further subdivision much care is taken 
to get a pure hierarchial arrangement. The symbols will 
not follow this arrangement. The arrangement will be 
shown by indenting the text of subgroups to various 
extents and by insertion, before the text, of one dot for 
each indentation operation involved (among others the 
subclasses of class 45 of the patent classification of the 
German Patent Office and the subclasses 45 a and 45 b 
of the patent classification of the Dutch Patent Office 
are derived from proposals of the Working Party; they. 
show the notation). 

The I.P.C. is restricted to patentable subjects. More- 
over, the I.P.C. is adapted to the needs of the novelty 
search; for this reason systems resulting in multiple 
indexing on a large scale are avoided. (G. J. Koelewijn)

U.S. Classification Research Study Group 


From the Unesco Bibliographical Newsletter of March 
1959 we reproduce the following information from Mrs. 
Kathrine O. Murra, head of the International Organi- 
zations Section of the Library of Congress: 

In recent years new areas have been opened in the 
field of bibliographic classification, especially with the 
revival of interest in the classified catalogue. The im- 
portance of classification to documentation in general 
and to the new field of machine literature searching in 
particular is becoming increasingly apparent. At pres- 
ent, it seems entirely possible that major advances in 
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these areas will stem from research in classification. 
A lively Classification Research Group has _ been 
functioning in England for several years and it is now 
proposed to form a similar informal group in the United 
States of America. It is hoped that this organization 
will represent a broader approach to classification by 
drawing upon the combined talents of members of the 
American Library Association, the American Documen- 
tation Institute and the Special Libraries Association. 

The purpose of the Classification Research Study 
Group is fourfold: (1) to promote basic and applied 
research in classification without allegiance to any 
particular system, either present or future, (2) to afford 
members a chance to exchange information, (3) to 
encourage the publication of papers of interest in classi- 
fication, and (4) to hold meetings and sponsor symposia 
from time to time. 

Membership is open to all those interested in classifi-- 
cation research, both fundamental and applied. Persons 
wishing to join should contact Dr. Phyllis A. Richmond, 
University of Rochester Library, Rochester 20, New 
York, indicating areas of interest. 


Electronic library equipment 


Award of a $ 201,531 contract to the Crosley Division 
of AVCO Manufacturing Corporation, Cincinnati, by the 
Council on Library Resources, Inc. of Washington, was 
announced on March 14, 1959. The contract is for de- 
velopment of experimental electronic equipment for 
library use. The contract covers ,,development of an 
experimental, integrated high-density direct-access 
photostorage and retrieval system for library materi- 
als.” 

The system is expected to provide, through photo- 
graphic reduction and subsequent enlargement, photo- 
graphic storage devices, and open- or closed-circuit tele- 
vision techniques, including buffer storage for the con- 
densed storage and later retrieval of printed and other

proximately a year. They will be devoted specially to 
developing the following: 

1. A step-and-repeat camera suitable for preparingigh- 


reduction micro-photographic storage fields. The pur- ~ 
pose is to demonstrate feasibility of conveniently and 


faithfully preparing such memory fields from original 
books and other publications. 

2. Direct-access photo-memory selection mechanisms to 
demonstrate the feasibility of selecting information 
stored in three dimensions, and to demonstrate photo- 
graphic and electronic reproduction of the content of 
the photo-memory. This is an area in which Crosley had 
already done considerable work. 

3. Electronic buffer storage facilities to demonstrate 
the feasibility of supplying information from the photo- 
memory simultaneously in electric or optical form to a 
number of users. 

Assuming that the foregoing investigations produce 
feasible solutions, there are other elements of the 
electronic system to be developed. One is a searching 
system; another is a method for ,,printing out” hard 
copy that will be characterized by high definition and 
very faithful reproduction. Still another element is a 
method of transmission of the stored images to remote 
points, with ,,print out” or ,,read out” at these points.
